SENSE OF TASTE. 


Curious Selective Powers Exhibited by 


the Tongue. 


Four classes — sweet, bitter, salt and 


acid— have been assigned to the sense 
of taste in human beings. These font 
classes with their combinations pro- 
'duce all "the delicious sensations that 
we ascribe to taste" as well as all the 
disagreeable Impressions of that sense. 
. Tne tongue, ho;wever. Is not equally 
sensitive In* all ••parts to these sensa- 
tions. Indeed, it has been shown" that 
different tastes result from the same 
•timtilua when applied to different 


tongrne.. for instance, is most 
to sweet and to aeiii tastes, while it la 
far less capable of 'perceiving a .bitter 
taste than any other part, of the organ. 
Some; persons.' -are; unable ;"tp .perceive 
any ~ bitter ' taste when quinine is ap- 
plied only to the tip of the tongne. 
At the back of the tongue the bitter- 
ness of the drug is perceived at once. 
"An 'explanation "of ttie'cn)Sons selec- 
tive powers exhibited by the: tongue 
Is that a variety of nerve fibers are 
present in that organ, eacb kind being 
sensitive only to one of the four prin- 
cipal classes of taste. These nerve fi- 
bers are. distributed in varying num- 
bers over different parts of the tongue. 
At the tip. for example, the nerves that 
are sensitive to sweet and acid stimuli 
are most numerous, and accordingly 
In that locality those tastes are the 
ones most readily perceived. At the 
back of the tongne, on the contrary, 
the nerve fibers concerned in the per- 
ception of bitterness prevail over the 
others.— New York Press. 


TERRIBLE WEAPONS. 


Ferocious Knives Wielded by the Na- 


tives of Hindustan. 


The weapon common to every part 


of Hindustan, so as to deserve the 
name of the national arm. Is the "ka- 
tar." This is a broad, two edged dag- 
ger, the hilt of which is formed some- 
thing like an H. the hand grasping the 
crossbar, which is generally double, 
while the side bars extend' on each 
side of the \vrist 


Some katnrs arc made with five 


blades which unite Into one. hut by 
squeezing ti'irp'lier the crossbars di- 
verge like thv ringers of n hand when 
'the thrust hits' li«»pn Riven. Other Ua- 
tars are marie In st>ts of two or even 
three, of diminishing sizes, the blades 
of the larger licinp hollow and form- 
ing sUenths f»r the smaller. 


Rome of tin* southern Indian ka,tars. 


known as "death givers." are immense 
weapons, nearly two feet long in the 
blade, and ibe hilts are a mass of 
fantastic scrollwork and mythological 
molsters. the cobra with expanded 
hood figuring largely. 


There Is also the "bicb'hwa." or 


scorpion's stin.cr. a doubly curved dag- 
ger; the "khanjar." n larger form of 
the same, and the "peshkabz." or 
hunting knifp. But none of these elab- 
orate weapons has about it the terri- 
bly "businesslike" look of the Khyber 
knife (ob'huraK with Its ponderous sin- 
gle edged, tapering blade and plain 
ivorv hilt.- Chambers' Journal.

Text of the Lesson, Isa. vi, 1-13. 


Memory Verses, 6-8—Golden Text, 
Isa. vi, 8—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
We daw in last week's lesson that 


Uzziab, king of Judah, was evidently 
much helped by a prophet named 
Zechariah, who had visions of God. 
And now we see in. this lesson that 
Isaiah received his commission in con- 
nection with a vision of God. It was 
BO with Ezekiel and Zechariah, who 
wrote the prophecy called by his name; 
also with Moses and Joshua and (Sid- 
eon. Daniel also had a vision of God, 
and it was not until Job could say 
"Now mine eye seeth thee" that he re- 
ceived fullness of blessing. There is 
no vision of God or knowledge of God 
except through the Son of God, whom 
we know as Jesus Christ our Lord. No 
man knoweth the Father save the Son, 
and he to whomsoever the Son will re- 
veal Him. No man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me. He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father (Matt, xi, 
27; John xiv, 6, 9). We are not fully 
qualified for service until we have so 
seen God to Christ that no mortal man 
is big enough to come between Him 
and our soul's vision. The Lord alone 
must be seen and exalted, and we 
must cease from man (Isa. ii, 11, 17, 
22). 


In the year that Bang TJzziah died 


Isaiah saw a throne and a king who 
liveth forever, who said to John in 
Patmos, "I was dead, and behold I am 
alive forevermore" (Rev. 1, 18). This 
game John, quoting from our lesson 
chapter and referring to this vision, 
said, "These things said Isaiah when 
he saw His glory and spoke of Him" 
(John xii, 41). Notice that the one 
whom Isaiah saw on the throne is 
called Lord (capital L, small ord),,not 
the same as LORD in verses 3, 5, 12, 
where the name is all capitals. The 
former is "Adonai," my master, my 
proprietor, the one who owns me, 
whereas the latter is "Jehovah," the 
great "I am," who was and is and is 
to be the Creator as my Redeemer. If 
any mortal man. owns us and he dies 
we may be in sore distress, but if the 
one whose we are and whom we serve 
is the ever living man on the throne 
then we will have peace always. 


It is a very great lesson to learn to 


see no man any more save Jesus only 
with ourselves (Mark ix, 8.) Isaiah 
saw the seraphim close to the throne, 
whereas Ezekiel and John saw cher- 
ubim (Ezek. and Rev. iv. with Ezek. 
x, 20). We know frcm Rev. v, 9, 10, 
and the association' of "the "cherubim 
with the mercy seat and the vail that 
they represent the glorified redeemed 
from among the nations. The sera- 
phim may represent the same as they 
only, seraphim and cherubim, cry 
holy, holy, holy. 
TJney look forward 


to and speak of the time when tbe 
earth shall be full of His glory. Cov- 
ering face and feet with their winga 
suggests that it is not what we are 01 
what we do that counts for anything, 
but with the wings that fly we must 
soar higher, even as on eagles' wings, 
and behold only Himself.

Geological Survey Must Determine 


Whether Government Purchase 


Land. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—Tin 


report which has been given some 
circulation that adverse action ha 
been decided upon in the case of pro 
posed purchases of National Forests 
in the White Mountain region is de- 
nied by the Director of the United 
States Geological Survey. 
Senator 


Gailinger and Representatives Hinds 
Weeks, and Peters have all broughi 
this matter to the attention of Direc 
tor Smith, and have received from 
him assurances that the rumor is 
without foundation. 


Director Smith states that the re- 


sponsibility of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey is set forth in Section 
6 of the Act which provides that pre- 
ceding any purchase there must be 
an examination of the land by the 
Geological Survey with a favorable 
report to the Secretary of Agriculture 
"showing that the control of such 
lands will promote or protect the 
navigation of streams in whose water- 
sheds they lie." 


Although it has been definitely re- 


ported that the Geological Survey 
has condemned at least two of the 
New England rivers as not being nivi- 
gable streams within the meaning of 
the Weeks Act, it is pointed out by 
Director Smith that such a statement 
contains a double error. In the first 
place, the determination of what are 
navigable streams within the mean- 
ing of this Act lies with the National 
Forest Reservation Commission, and 
second, the position taken by the 
Geological Survey is that it is not 
warranted in prejudicing the case of 
any area and that either a favorable 
or an unfavorable report must be pre- 
ceded by actual field examination to 
determine all the factors in the local 
problem. 


Geological Survey Must Determine 


The Geological Survey is under the 


law tthe determinative agent whose 
certification is necessary to show that 
the land the purchase of which is 
contemplated has. some material ef- 
fect on stream flow and the protec- 
tion of navigability. It is the position 
of the Survey that in general forest 
cover does promote and protect 
stream flow, but with the multiplicity 
of widely varying factors that enter 
into the problem as presented in each 
different locality the rule can not be 
given universal application. 


While the Geological Survey is in 


possession of a large amount of data 
resulting from its many years of field 
surveys, topographic, geologic, and 
hydrographic, there is no case thus 
far noted in "which the officials of the 
Survey regard t-^e material already in 
hand as sufficient to constitute the 
sliowingTequired by the Weeks law. 
It is, however, their purpose to ob- 
tain this needed additional informa- 
tion at once, and field men of the 
Survey are starting this week to ex- 
amine areas in North Carolina and 
Tennessee, and at conferences in Sec- 
retary Fisher's office last week the 
Director of the Survey assured Gover- 
nor Bass of New Hampshire, Sena- 
tor

Pastor Russell remamed that he

He stood on the broad plat- 
form of the Word of God, unrestrict- 
ed by any creed fences made by men. 
He was answerable to no sect or 
party. He had already discussed the 
Resurrection^ subject for three Sun- 
days and assumed that his Interested 
hearers had kept in touch with him 
dufirig~nis absence, through,, the press 
reports. 


As .some who heard St. Paul preach 


the resurrection of-the dead mocked, 
so,'quite likely, many have mocked 
as they read Pastor Russell's ser- 
mons. Nevertheless, the Word of the 
Lord standeth sure: "There shall be 
a resurrection of the dead, both of 
the just and the unjust." It was the 
great Teacher Himself who said^'All 


" who are in their graves shall hear 


the voice of the Son of Man and shall 
.cornet forth; they that have done good 


'-fuhlpfthe'-resuffecfciOEL of "life—^perfec- 


tion—they that have done evil unto 
the,: resurrection of judgment," crisis, 
trial (John v, 28, 29; Acts xxiv, 15)- 


To those that believe that the dead 


are more alive now than when they 
were-alive, the doctrine of the resur- 
rection must, of necessity, be fool- 
ishness. 
And whoever logically be- 


lieves in.the resurrection of the dead 
must, of necessity, consider the pop- 


- ular views on man's condition in 


death absurd in the extreme. There 
is no middle ground. Either man is 
dead when he is dead, as the Bible 
declares, and can have no further 


in man's experience. 
Only those who 


have an implicit faith in the Creator 
and His promise will be able to re- 
ceive this doctrine, which credits the 
Almighty with a Divine power exceed- 
ing anything else that could be im- 
agined. 


As to the other points, let us see: 


Many wise men in public positions 
are very unscientific, even when call- 
ed scientists. They sometimes jump 
at conclusions in an astounding man- 
ner. 
For instance, we all know how 


some of these scientific gentlemen 
laugh at the Bible's records and de- 
clare that humanity has been upon, 
the earth millions of years. 
If we 


ask 'for the proof they are astonished 
that their omniscience should be 
questioned.- They knock a chip from 
a block of stone, look at it wisely, 
and declare it so many millions of 
years old. But a new school of geolo- 
gists is arising which takes note of 
the fact that many of the rocks were 
evidently formed just as we today set 
our concrete blocks and turn them to 
stone within a few days. 


Let us take the Bible as our au- 


thority. Let us believe what it says: 
that man was created about six thous- 
and years ago. Let us note the grad- 
ual progress of our race. A reason- 
able and, we believe, liberal estimate 
of the entire number of the race since 
Adam is twenty thousand millions. 
Let us figure out- how many square 
feet it would require to lay them 
each full length in graves. 
Then 


turn to the atlas. Look at the num- 
ber of square miles in the State of 
Texas. Divide this into square feet, 
and what do we find? We find that 
more than twice the number of our 
large estimate of all who have ever 
lived could be buried in separate 
graves in that one state alone.

Jesus assured 
her that He would be the One Who 
would resurrect the dead, and that 
He was then present with her, inti- 
mating that she might ask even then 
for her brother to be revived. 
But 


Martha's faith was insufficient. When 
the Master asked, Where have ye laid 
him? she replied that it was now too 
late, because putrefaction had" set in 
—it was now the fourth day since his 
death. 
When Jesus finally went to 


Lazarus' tomb, He did not call him 
from heaven, nor from Purgatory, nor 
from a fiery hell, but from the tomb, 
saying, "Lazarus, come forth!" And 
the dead one came forth. 


This wonderful exhibition of His 


power the Lord gave, t& the intent 
that His disciples then and since 
might realize that in. Him is vested 
the resurrection power, by Divine ar- 
rangement, and that there is to be a 
resurrection of the -just and of the 
unjust; that all who are in their 
graves are to hear His voice and come 
forth. 
The Church class will come 


forth to perfection of life on the 
spirit plane. The world of mankind 
will come forth from the tomb im- 
perfect, as they went into it, and will 
all have a test, to prove whether they 
are worthy or unworthy of restitution 
blessings and eternal life in the 
earthly Paradise. 
"With What Body l>o They Come?" 


St Paul held an imaginary discus- 


sion with doubters of the resurrection 
in his day. 
He had them inquire, 


With what body will the dead re- 
turn? He replies that, as each kind of 
seed that is planted reproduces its 
own kind, so it will be in the resur- 
rection of the dead. Whatever kind 
of seed is planted in death, of the 
same kind and nature will be the 


spirit beings. 
He says, Some, the 


world at large, will be members of 
the earthly Adam; others, a few, a 
"little flock," will be members of the 
second Adam—the heavenly .Lord. 
The standard to which the world may 
expect to be awakened and, later, 
raised, will be the earthly standard 
represented 
in the perfect Adam. 


"Like the earthly one will be the 
earthly ones" (the world). And "like 
the heavenly One will be the heaven- 
ly ones" (the saintly Church, the 
Bride) (I Cor. xv, 45-48). 


The First Resurrection Described 
It was not necessary that the Apos- 


tle should more particularly describe, 
at that time, the resurrection oppor- 
tunity provided for the world of man- 
kind, but it was very appropriate 
that he should give to the Church a 
more detailed explanation of the Di- 
vine provision for the resurrection of 
the Bride. Explaining this, St. Paul 
says, "Tims is the resurrection of the 
dead: It is sown in corruption; it is 
raised in incorruption. It is sown in 
dishonor; it is raised in glory. It is 
sown in weakness; it is raised in 
power. It is sown an animal body; it 
is raised a spirit body. For there is 
an animal body and there is a spirit 
body. As it is written, The first man, 
Adam, was made a living soul; the 
last Adam was made a quickening 
spirit" (I Corinthians xv, 42-45). 


The Apostle declares of these who 


are begotten of the Holy Spirit and 
who make their "calling and election 
sure" and who, therefore, will have 
part in the First Resurrection—"As 
we have borne the image of the 
earthy we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly. 
* * * Now this I 


say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the Kingdom of God; 


* but we shall all be changed, in 


a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump" (I Corinthians xv, 
49-52). 


The resurrection of the Church is 


called a "life-resurrection," because 
all those experiencing it will be per- 
fected la life—will be instantly and 
completely lifted out of death condi- 
tions. The world in general, on the 
contrary, will not come forth to a 
life-resurrection, but will come forth 
still partly dead, as mankind in gen- 
eral are today. The coming forth or 
awakening to them will be merely 
the beginning of their resurrection, 
their anastasis. 
Their raising up 


completely out of sin and death will 
/ollow gradually, if they conform to

And Ciuuad Juarez is Provisional 


Capital of Mexico. 


Ciudad Juarez, Mex., May 10.— 


This little bullet riddled city tonight 
is the provisional capital of Mexico 
and Francisco 1. Madero, Jr., provi- 
sional president, and his staff have 
taken possession after winning the 
bloodiest battle of the Mexican revo- 
lution. 


In a corner room of the barracks, 


in which for two days he held out 
against the fire, sits Gen. Juan J. 
Navarro, the federal commander, a 
captive, having surrendered with al- 
most his entire garrison of several 
hundred men. 


In contrast, in another part of the 


town is Francisco I. Madera, Jr., the 
conqueror, surrounded by members 
of his family and his staff, joyous, 
exultant and flushed with victory; yet 
ready, he says, to make peace with 
the Mexican government if it is dis- 
posed to deal frankly. 


General Madera, when he ariived 


this afternoon at the corral where 
the federal prisoners are quartered,
